Out- of the s-erious objections raised

be no appeal from bis decision. An- 
other objection is Ibe powers granted 
by th^ bill to the fire marshal, who is 
to be the 
insurance 
commissioner. 


Under this provision. Mr. Elliott says, 
every executive officer of every village 
aiicl city in tho state which has a lire 
department must report ''to this mag- 
nate." 
Furthermore, Mr. 1-vlliott ob- 


jects to tlu1 provir.ion .making it the 
duty of the attorney general ic apply 
to the courts for the appointment of 
the insurance commissioner as re- 
ceiver of atiy insolveni insurance cor- 
poration, in which position the com- 
missioner will be given possession of 
•all the securities deposited with the 
state treasurer.

bined, efforts of the 
Wisconsin Anti- 


Convict association. The bill did not 
meet, with his approval. Ha was in 
the fullest accord -with the objects of 
the association, and he had given the 
matter much consideration. He did 
not believe it possible to pass n mea- 
sure that could not be carried into 
effect in .1 practical way. 


Mr. Dennett has prepared a substi- 


tute which he -will offer at the next 
meeting of the 
committee. It will 


provide for the appointment by 
the 


governor of a non-salaried commis- 
sion of three.to investigate the prison 
labor problem in all its-phases. The 
commission is to report at 
the ne-xt 


session of the legislature a plan for 
giving employment io the convicts of 
the state. Mr. Dennett said his own 
«3e-a is for a penal farm, such a tract

TIME TO SOW GLOVER SEED. 


An Advocate For Early Sowlnjr Give* 


Keasons For TlilB Practice. 


The unusnal success thai :ollo-wed 


sowing clover soert, early and lato and 
under all conditions, will cautie many 
to bo lax and caroleas this spring. As a 
rule sowing is raoro apt to be too late 
than too early. It is too mnoh tho rule 
to sow to miss the freezes and take the 
chanties against, the drought, when, it 
would bo much better to make the great- 
est effort to escape the damaging results 
from drought. At least this is the opin- 
ion of an Ohio Farmer correspondent, 
who makes these statements: 


It is the almost universal plan to sow 


with some, grain crop, more commonly 
with wheat, sometimes with rye or oats. 
As a mle tho results are uncertain if 
sown with the latter crop. If the oats 
are sown for a fall crop, the shade will 
be too dense for the clover. It was dem- 
onstrated last year that it was not 
necessary for the clover to havo a pro- 
tecting crop.

Faults of Somo !Urro*-«. 


The cutting- harrows .have reduced 


the cost of preparing land for seeding 
very materially. They save the nse of 
the breaking plow to a considerable ox- 
tout, and leave a finer and firmer seed 
bed than is often poesible after the 
ground has been broken in the old way. 
Soils di3er so.in..teiturethatno general 
rules may be. laid down, but a contrib- 
utor to The Farm and Fireside calla at- 
tention to the fact that these harrows 
are far bettor adapted for nse in natural- 
ly loose than ' tight soils, thongh they 
are being nsed in olays oftentimes, to 
escape the clods that would result from 
breaking tbe land. In the clays and clay 
loams they make a 3ne surface, giving 
the ground a very superficial prepara- 
tion, and the soil a few inches below 
the surface is left in bad condition for 
good crop results. We may confound a 
firm seed bed with a bard one. "While 
we do not want ona that is very loose, 
it should bo sofficieucly so to permit air 
to entnr freely and surplus water to es- 
cape. The authority quoted adds: 


If a Boil is hard packed, it needs 


breaking and then thorough crushing; 
pulverization of the surface of an no- 
plowed field by a disk harrow is insuffi- 
cient. Living efi I do where these har- 
rows have beea tbe chief dependence iu 
preparing land for wheat, I am sure 
that yields have been lessened in many 
cases by tho compactness of the seed bed 
below the surface. Plants were stunted 
and frozen ont when pulverization of 
the soil to a depth of six inches would 
have saved them. These harrows are 
all right in their place, but their place 
is in ordinarily loose soils and not in 
compact clays, where so many are in- 
clined to nse them to escape clods. 


There aro numerous styles of cutting 


barrows. I do not propose to recom- 
mend any particular make, but some 
are. constructed on a faulty principle. 
Aa we know, all draw hard. Bnt some 
barrows are much more weariug on a 
team than others. Many manufacturers 
have made the mistake of attaching the 
gang rods to the pole, thus caneing a 
downward pull on the pole. They un- 
dertake to counteract this effect by plac- 
ing the doubletrees under the pole and 
claim that in this way the weight is 
kept off the top of the horses' necks. Ic 
may be in some cases, but I have never 
seen a borrow constructed in this way 
that did not let tbe weight come on the 
horses' necks when turning at a corner, 
and this sinks the collars, lets the draft 
come on tha point of the shonlders, and 
the team is not only wearied by the 
hard turning, bnt shoulders are braised. 
Tbe rational way is to have the pole for 
guidance only, having it attached to the 
harrow independently of the gang rods 
and have the doubletrees attached di- 
rect to the frame. No weigirt can then 
come on top of tho horses' shoulders, 
and tie hitch is similar to that of a 
breaking plow. The pole should bo so 
attached tbat no tilt of the harrow can 
put any weight upon it.

The escaping air cur- 
rent -was so strong that it blew off 
the men's hats who were recovering 
the lost drill.

The air 


will eecape from Che well for days at 
a time with such force tJiat pebbles 
the size of peas are thrown out and 
piled up about its mouth until k looks 
very much like die expanded portion ot 
a funnel. At the same Lime it is ac- 
companied by a sound much like the 
distant bellowing or a foghorn. This 
noise is not always present, because 
tire air does not at all times escape 
with tho sarcc force.

itatutes of the United States, aa carried 
on' the books for nearly a century, 
were copied from the laws of the old 
Roman empire. Time was In Rome 
when the offenses not punishable 
by 


death were fewer than those that were. 
In countries dominated by the military 
life, is yet held cheap, and offenses 
that civilization now classes as mis- 
demeanors, or mere disturbances of the 
public or perchance individual, peace, 
are by law made capital. 


The penalties -for crime that" It is 


possible for a .judge in a United States 
court to inflict have for many years 
been disproportloned to the maximum 
power of the state courts. 
For in- 


stance: A civilian or a member of the 
United States - army who strikes or 
physically assaults an officer of the 
United 
States 'may be hanged, pro- 


vided that the officer is In commission 
and in uniform. A man .who assaults 
Ihe governor of a great state is guilty 
of an offense measured only by the 
physical damage caused, and can be 
fined or imprisoned, for no more nor 
longer, all things considered, than if 
the object of his violence were plain 
John Smith of Brown street. Con- 
gressman Newton Curtis of Ogdens- 
burg, over four years ago, undertook 
to bring the Federal criminal code up 
to the times, and the final passage of 
his house biil by the senate recently . 
signalized a victory that was only 
gained by persistency. Under the act 
as reconstructed there will be but five 
capital offenses known to the federal 
law.
